To date 7,000 ringeneckcd phoasants have been released from the two 
gane farms. ‘Jithin the next weck 2,000 additional birds will be released, 
and still later it is hoped to releaso another 1,000. Final figures on the 
number of birds raised andreleased by geome refuge kocepers and interested 
sportsmen and farmers will not be avrilable until lntere Approximately 400 
wilde turkeys were released from stock produced at the turkey form. 
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During August, 1931, bounty was paid on 1 wild cat, 38 gray foxes, and 
905 weasels, entailing an expenditure of $1072.

Complete reports indicate that farmers killed 82 deer as a protection to 
property during August, 1931. Most of the damage was done to buckwheat and 


oats, with heavy damage to potatoes in some sdctions. Last August farmers kill- 
ed 167 deer.

During August 1931, 136 prosecutions for violations of the game laws were 
brought. Cases consisted chiefly of dogs chasing game, illegal deer killing, 
and numeroug violations of the fish laws. During August, 1930, 225 cases were 
prosecuted,

On August 27 a combination district meeting and picnic wes held near 
Sinking Springs by the officers of Division "A", Mr. Cramer's division. About 
150 persons were present including a great many deputies. Four deputies came 
all the way from Philadelphia by airplane, two of them landing near the picnic 
grounds and the other two landing near Reading. Contests, games, etc., were 
held in the afternoon for men, women, and children, followed by a meeting of 
the officers in the evening.

In an effort to reduce the beaver population in the Lewisburg watershed, 
Game Commission officials trapped, alive, 62 beavers in the past two weeks. 
The job is rather a tedious one inasmuch as when the officers leave one dam 
to begin operations in another, animals which managed to escape at the first 
dam begin rebuilding activities; consequently officials have to cover each 
area twice. Motion pictures of the trapping activities were secured for in= 
clusion in a new reel of motion pictures on the beaver.

Arrangements are now being made by the Board of Game Commissioners to pay 
statutory fixed charges, in lieu of taxes, on State Game Lands and Game Propa- 
gation Farms maintained by the Game Commission and purchased from the sportsmen's 
fund. Title to such lands is taken in the name of the Commonwealth. Common- 
wealth property is not taxable and the purchase of the lands by the Game Com- 
mission removes considerable areas throughout the state from the reach of local 
assessors. To reimburse townships and counties for loss of taxes a fixed rate 
is paid annually per acre for school, road and county purposes for land pur- 
chased within the respective townships. The rate, as provided by law, is 2¢ 
per acre each for road and school purposes, and lg for county purposes. 
$2,598.52 will be distributed to 33 counties and $10,427.32 to 101 townships 
for school and road purposes. Elk County benefits most. The County Treasurer 
will receive a check in the amount of $418.34, and the respective treasurers 
of 7 township road supervisors and 7 township school supervisors will receive 
a total of $1,673.34. 
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FORGET THE "LIMIT" 





Only too frequently, hunters and fishermen are imbued with the 
belief that to get the "limit" is the height of something or other, as if 
great laurels accompanied such accomplishments. Their idea of a "good time" 
is to get the limit, whether it be duck, trout, or what have you. They, 
apparently, never once stop to realize that game limits are not fixed on 
estimates of how much game one individual can properly make use of, but, in- 
stoad, are really tho "dead lines" beyond which game faces extinction. 


In the "back-woods" country we still have people who do not con- 
sider thomsclves as amonable to, and are consistent violators of, our game 
laws. Howover, this much can be said for thom. They take only what thoy 
can use--no more. 


Persistont law violators, as they are, tho question arises 
whether thoy actually kill ss much game illegally, the yoar around, as is 
killod by some self-styled and limitesocking sportsman who as persistontly 
lect such game go to waste. 


Forget the "limit"--and take only what you can reasonably hope 
to use. Take what birds you can use only, and practice on clay birds. Take 
what venison you can use, and sweeten up your marksmanship on predators or 
on the range. Take what fish you can use, and practice your casting in con- 
test pools.

A. DRINK OR TWO, ROOSTERS HATCH WILD BIRD EGGS 





Why mechanized America often looks wonderingly upon her older 
neighbors across the Atlantic, as if seeing them through a rosy haze of 
romantic strangeness, is aptly illustrated by a contrasting bulletin recent- 
ly issued by the American Game Association. This is based on a story trans- 
lated from a Czecho-Slovakian newspaper of June 15, 1931, for Jerome V. 
Jerome, President of the Long Island Association of sportsmen's clubs. 


While in the great American grain fields this year farmers for 
the first time were trying out a new attachment to save nesting game birds 
from the blades of juggernaut reapers, Czecho-Slovakian farmers were still 
using hand scythes. The new invention here automatically flushes quail and 
pheasants and permits the operator with a twist of the hand to jump the 
blados over the concealed nest without disturbing it and without slowing 
down. There a hunter with his dog gocs ahead of the scythes, finds the nests 
and places the eggs under light-weight setting hens or even under tough old 
capons which "if given doses of whiskey until drunk, faithfully remain, 
spread like pancakes, until the young birds appear.” 


Here game farms are now "factories" raising birds on a large- 
production scale with electric incubators and brooders, and nurturing them 
until virtually full grown. There the individual farmers, "who well 
appreciate the game in their fields," tenderly take newly-hatched birds into 
the field at night and leave them among young wild coveys which thoy find. 


There, instead of banding in concerted crow-hunts as in Anerica, 
farmors find it easior to discover game bird nests and to protect thom from 
crows by encircling them with a white or red string, knowing that the wise 
crows "recognize and distrust the work of man." 
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U. S. AND CANADA CONFER ON GROUSE SITUATION 





As is well known by all students of nature, there occurs definite 
fluctuations in the number of wild birds and animals. These fluctuations 
are very marked and have been more or less of a puzzle to biologists for many 
years. 


In a recent conference at Matameck Factory, Quebec, in which 
scientists and biologists of international fame participated, a new theory 
has been evolved which seems supported by considerable evidence. 


Professor William Rowan, of the University of Alberta, ina 
paper on fluctuation of bird life in western Canada, presented much evidence 
gathered from Canada and the United States, in support of the ten year cycle 
in plentifulness of rabbits, grouse and other birds, 


He argued that ultra violet radiation was the ultimate cause of 
the cycle, This argument was supported by Dr. Huntingdon of Yale and Dr. 
E. E. DeLury, Dominion of Canada astronomer, who definitely ascribed the vari- 
ations of ultra violet radiation to sun spots. 


The New England states made a very comprehensive survey of the 
disease conditions of ruffed grouse and their investigations show that this 
bird alone is subject to over thirty different diseases and parasites. At 
the outset of their investigations, it was presumed that the decrease in the 
ruffed grouse was caused by some unknown disease or parasite other than the 
thirty which they had isolated, but this new theory may account for the de- 
creasing of this wonderful game bird. 


The ruffed grouse was made the official bird of the State of 
Pennsylvania recently and with this added honor, it behooves everyone to make 
a study of conditions in an effort to find out what has been the cause for 
the decrease which has been taking place for a number of years. 


The conference at Matameck Factory, Quebec, has never been 
equalled in the world's history; with ideal environment, every laboratory 
requirement, and scientists and biologists widely different in their special- 
ization, no doubt many theories will be tested and either adopted or cast away 
as useless. 


The theory as propounded that the decrease of the grouse is 
governed by sun spots, which occur in cycles, is interesting and may settle 
that much debated question. --R. L. R. Snyder, Shippenville, Pa,

WATERFOJL SEASONS REDUCED 





Because of cisastrous conditions caused by prolonged drought, the soason 
for hunting ducks, gecse, brant, and coots throuzhout the United States and 
Maska has beon reduced to one month by an amendment to the Migratory Bird 
Trenty Act Rocula tions, approved by the President on August 25, 193le Tho 

amendment, which bocame effectivo inucdintcly, proscribes tho month of Octobor 
only for Ponnsylivania and other st-tesin the northern hilf of the country, 
including Mainc, New Hampshire, Vormont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, New York (cxcept Long Island), Pennsylvania, Wost Virginia, Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin, Illinois, Missouri, Iow., Minnesota, North Dakota, 
South A. Nebre.ska, Kansas, Colorado, Wyoming, Montana, Zdcho, Utah, 

Nevada, Oreton and Washingtone 


A season from Novombor 16 to December 15 will apply to that part of 
New York known as Long Island, and to Now Jorsey, Delaware, tho District of 
Columbia, Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Gcorgicty Ala bam, 
Tonnessee, Kentucky, Mississippi, Arkansas, Louisiana, Toxas, Ok chores New 
Mexico, Arigona, anc Californias In Florida the season will be from November 
20 to Decomber 19e In Alaskc the senson will be from Septombor 1 to §coptenbor 
30. There is no chante in the bng linite 


Proof of the scriousness of the situation is revealed ig a Proclamation 
issucda by the President of the United States wheroin hc urges that all persons 
take cognianince of this cmorgency, and calls upon all game and consorvation 
officials, state anc local, 211 members of gameo-protcctive ormnizations, 
landowne “s, sportsmen, and public-spiritod citizens generally to lend their 
cooperntion to offect full obsorvince cf this reguintion, to the ond that , 
adequate numbors of waterfowl may roturn to their brecding grounds noxt spring, 
and that there mey be no ropetition of the calamity of oxtermination that has 
already ovortaken sone specics of our Amcrican bircse 


To add further stress on tho law observence part of the situation, Soth 
Gordon, Frosicent of the American Game Protective Association states that there 
is still « larce rackcteoring clemont in this country making a living by 
slaughtering cond bootlegzins waterfowl. This shortest legitimate scason on 
record will leave wild ducks and goese at the mercy of game bootloggers for a 
lonser period unless the sportsnoen make it a point to remain actively on the jobe

EXCH..NGE ‘HEAT FOR SHELLS 





The sportsmen of the $txto of Missouri have inaugureted a unique mothod 
of procuring fo:d for geme during the coming winter. Thoy have induced many 
of the harewaro stores of that state to wiluc wheat at $1.00 por bushel and 
exchange it for ammunition. §t.

FarRMERS§ May NOi EST..BLISH LICASNSED HUNTING TRESERVES 





A ngv law in Wisconsin provides that any farmer or group of farmers or 
othor landovmers my designate their lands ashunting preservos undor a license 
issuod by the conservation commissione Thoy may thon stock the arons with 
pheasants cither produced by themselvos cr purchased fron commercial gane 
brecdorse After an area is stocked and the number of birds has been carefully 
estimated by a representntive of tho conservation commission, the farmer my 
charge a daily hunting feo or a specific fee per bird killed during the special 
open season ostablished by the commission, vhich shall not exceed ton days 
following the stocking and checkins of tho birds by the representative of the 
cormissione 


Licenses ney be issued for any size aren, providing there is not a suf- 
ficient anount of game on the aren in question th-t would be endangered by tho 
issuance of a license and also providing that there are no other reasons for 
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which tho public interest might be endangered by such issuancee For arocs of 
320 acros or less the proserve license fee is five dollars a yoar and it is 

ton dollars annually whon the area exceeds 320 acrese All such licenses 

expire June 30. Aftor a licenso hns been issued the area is to be stocked with 
birds purch sed from comercial breeders or raised by the landowners thomsclvese 
No stntc propagated birds can be rcleased on such areas. No less than 50 birds 
will constitute a st:cking and usuclly the number will greatly oxceed 506 

The total kill in sny one area for one yecr cannot excecd 75% of the total number 
of birds stockede This will mean that every locality in which a licensed 
hunting preserve is located will benefit materially from the stocking done on 
the prescrvoe 


Each liccnsed shooting preserve must be clearly bounded and marked by 
one strand of wiree Signs legible at 100 fect posted outside the preserve will 
bear the logond “Shocting Preserve - Trospassing Forbidcen by Lave” These 
signs must be posted at intervals of approxinatcly 150 fcete 
On preserves of 320 acrcs or less but ono entrance is prmitted, and ohly two 
entrances aro permitted on presorve in oxcess of 320 acrose Entrance points 
must bo designated by proper signse 


No one can hunt on c« licensed shooting preserve unless he has a Wisconsin 
hunting license, resicent or noneresicente All birds killed on preserves must 
be tagsed with a special locked metallic seal, designed and issued by the 
conserve.tion comission. These seals mst rermin attached to the birds until 
they are finally prepared for consumption. Birds killedon licensed preserves 
ennnot be solc or purchascede
